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“The late Thomas W. McCollam, of the McCollam Fishing & Trading Co., of San Francisco, was the first to perceive the 
advantages to be obtained from establishing stations close to the cod banks, where the fishermen could go out daily in 
dories to the adjacent banks and the catch be stored ashore until a cargo accumulated, when a vessel could be sent north 
to bring them to San Francisco. 



“Early in the seventies (ed. note: 1870s) a party of hunters had established a station at Pirate Cove, a very pretty and well 
sheltered cove, with ample depth of water, at the north end of Popof Island, one of the Shumagin Group. A wharf and 
several buildings had been constructed by the party. Mr. McCollam purchased this station and established here the first 
regular shore fishing station for cod in Alaska. 


“Lynde & Hough, a well-known San Francisco firm, early entered the codfish industry and for a number of years were 
important factors in it. About 1898 the McCollam Fishing & Trading Co. and Lynde & Hough formed the Union Fish Co. 
It was not until 1902 or 1903 that the two concerns were finally merged into one and the whole business operated under 
the name of the Union Fish Co. 


“In 1876 Mr. A. Greenebaum, then and for a number of years subsequent, agent for the Alaska Commercial Co., built a 
trading station for the company at Acherk Harbor (later known as Company Harbor) on Sannak Island. A little codfishing 
was prosecuted at times, but it was not until 1896 when it became the property of Pacific Marine Supply Co., the 
progenitors of the Alaska Codfish Co., that it was used for this business exclusively. In 1897 the company established 
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EDITOR’S COMMENTS 

While we did not solve the mystery as to where the 
named stations of the Alaska Codfish Co. were located, 
we can see where they operated. I am afraid the only 
way to find out where each station was located would 
be to get into the comany records. This is probably not 
likely. The only other avenue of research would be 
Cobb’s personal papers in the University of Washing¬ 
ton libary. 

I started out quoting from the 1916 edition of Pacific 
Cod Fisheries, but later found the 1927 edition. I in¬ 
serted a couple of sentences, but did not make note of 
this in the text. 

Prices realized this month are interesting. I was sur¬ 
prised to see the Fort Davis token bring more than last 
month’s Salchaket Trading Post. Guess it is all in the 
eye of the beholder. 

There were a batch of “dug” tokens from Nome. To¬ 
ken collectors are showing that they are becoming con¬ 
dition consious, as these did not bring nearly as much as 
nice specimens would. Another example was a nice 
Dyea token selling for much more than our “dug” ex¬ 
amples. 

This issue will include the Alaska portion of our April 8 
auction. There is a nice consignment this time. Bid 
liberally and we may get more for next auction!

During the Civil War, attempts were made to standard¬ 
ize paper money. Up until that time, there were numer¬ 
ous notes from state and private banks, many not worth 
anything! After the Act of 1863, participating banks 
were chartered as “National Banks” and allowed to 
issue bank notes up to 90% of the bond they posted 
with the U.S. Treasurer. 

Three banks in Alaska took advantage of this. First 
National Bank of Fairbanks was established about 1904. 
They issued what was then known as National Cur¬ 
rency from the Third Charter Period (series of 1902). 
The first notes had red seals, subsequent issues had a 
blue seal.

another station on Moffet Cove, a few miles east of 
Company Harbor. 

“In 1896 the Pacific Marine Supply Co. opened its Kellys 
Rock station, situated about midway between Unga and 
Squaw Harbors...In 1904 the name was changed to the 
Alaska Codfish Co. 

“In 1906, The Alaska Codfish Co. bought the Alaska 
Commercial Co.’s station at the town of Unga, on Unga 
Island, and began fishing operations in the fall. The 
next year the Union Fish Co. built a station here, but on 
the opposite side of the harbor. Fishing is carried on 
here throughout the year.

“The present Squaw Harbor station of the Alaska Cod¬ 
fish Co. was first established as a salmon saltery by a 
man named Olsen, who also utilized it at times as a 
codfish station. In the summer of 1903 the present 
owners purchased it and have very much improved it 
since. It is a winter station. Its principal use to the 
company is as a supply depot for its near-by stations, 
the harbor being one of the safest in the Shumagins. 

“The Dora Harbor, Unimak Island, stations of the Alaska 
Codfish Co., and the Union Fish Co. were established 
in 1897 and 1898, respectively. While they were quite 
productive the first two seasons, they have been steadily 
diminishing in importance ever since. The Sannak Is¬ 
land station men are transferred to these stations in the 
spring, after the cod have moved off into deep water 
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Editor’s Notes: In 1915, Alaska Codfish Company had 
six shore stations: three on Unga Island at Unga, Squaw 
Harbor and Kellys Rock; two on Sannak Island at Com¬ 
pany Harbor and Moffets Cove; and one at Dora Har¬ 
bor on Unimak Island (see the map below). 

What conclusions can we draw from the preceding in¬ 
formation? Firstly, the tokens date from 1904, the date 
of the name change, or later. As to location, the infor¬ 
mation provided does not tell us where Winchester Sta¬ 
tion or Baranof Station was located. We can assume 
that Unga Station was at Unga. Winchester and Baranof 
appear to be internal company names for their stations, 
and never advanced to being geographical names. 

Secondly, since Alaska Codfish Co. had five stations in 

operation in 1915, it 
is possible that 
there could be other 
tokens for these 
other stations.

253 Alaska Token: Nome, Cavey’s Bakery, 1 Loaf of Bread, B-13a, VF but with some small nicks and scratches, 

fully acceptable on this rare token. 300.00 

254 Alaska Token: Nome, N. & A. Co., 50, B-34a, Fine, dark and corroded. Scarce, early piece. 125.00 

255 Alaska Token: Nome, New Lincoln Bar, 500, B-36a, VF, dark, cleaned. Probably a fire salvage piece as are most. 50.00 

256 Alaska Tokens: Palmer, Alaska Rural Rehabilitation Corporation (ARRC), complete set of eight from 10 to $10, 

B-l, a-h, all about AU. The Red Book states, “Each token is the size of the corresponding U.S. coin, with the 
exception of the one-cent piece, which is octagonal.” This is incorrect! The $5 and $10 are larger than their 
gold counterparts. A very nice set, very much in demand in today’s market. 800.00

257 Alaska Token: Skagway, (Horseshoe), 6140, B-13a, EF with some luster. 35.00 

258 Alaska Token: Skagway, Shamrock Beer Parlor, O.P. Flynn, 123/20, AU-BU. Each side has the outline of a shamrock. 45.00 

259 Alaska Token: Snug Harbor, $1.25 Per Box Clams, B-2a, EF. It appears that these tokens were used as tallies for 

clam diggers on the east side of Alaska peninsula across from Kodiak Island. 75.00 

260 Alaska Token: Talkeetna, The Fairview, 121/20, B-2a, cleaned Fine. The Fairview is still there! 65.00 

261 Alaska Tokens: Valdez, The Pinzon, 50 and 150, B-16aII and bll, dirty and possibly been wet. Two pieces. 30.00 

262 Alaska Tokens: Yes Bay, Alaska Pacific Fisheries, 50 and 10 0, B-3 a and b, both AU. Two pieces. 180.00 

263 Alaska Coal Dollar. A 1922 Peace Dollar with the sticker “This is a Coal Dollar.” This is one of the nicest we 

have seen. The sticker is about 99% complete, and scuffing is minimal. The sticker is a bit dirty, but this is 

to be expected. These were used to pay workers to show the local community the impact that coal mining 

has on the economy. We have heard the military would do the same thing by using $2 bills. 30.00+ 

264 Fairbanks Trade Dollar, 1959. In 1959, Trade Dollars were issued by the Fairbanks Chamber of Commerce. Their 

use was quite widespread. Offered here is a silver restrike, minted in 1964, and edge numbered 64-243. 50.00+ 

265 Sitka Trade Dollar, 1963. “Alaska’s Historical Capital” with portraits of Seward, Baranof and Katlean. Struck in 

Sterling Silver and cupronickel. The Sterling Silver version is quite scarce. Two pieces. 40.00+ 

266 Alaska Medals: Fairbanks Coin Club, First Annual State Coin Convention, 1965. Matched set of silver and 

bronze number 109. We believe only 225 sets were minted. Has a nice map of the north polar regions. 75.00 

267 Two Oil Related Items. The first is a paperweight - “Humble’s Maiden Northwest Passage Voyage, S.S. Manhattan 

1969.” This is polished bronze and 72 x 65mm, oval with 16 “sides”. It shows the route from New York through 

the Northwest Passage to Alaska. I believe this is the first that we have owned and is quite scarce. The second item 

is a 1974 Trans-Alaska Pipeline medal in bronze. It is in a bezel to be worn as a pendant. Two pieces. 50.00 


268 Alaskan Express Bronze Medal. This massive 3Vz inch diameter medal was minted from an old die circa 1910 discovered 
at the old jewelry supply company of Meyer Brothers in Seattle. Our own Dick Hanscom got his hands on several 
fascinating dies and had Medallic Art Co. strike them. This is number 18 of 100 struck. It is uniface with a nicely 
detailed dog team in motion. Also included is a one ounce silver commemorative medal struck for the 1985 Purchase 


of the Alaska Railroad from the Feds with one of the old diesel engines on the obverse, #203. Two pieces. 75.00 

269 Iditarod Belt Buckle, 1980. These impressive buckles were first issued in 1978 and were limited to 1,049 (the race mile¬ 

age). Jon Van Zyle designed the buckle using a depiction of “Scotty,” Seppala’s lead dog, as the theme in very high 
relief. This pewter buckle measures roughly 3% by 2Vz inches. A rather scarce item today. The last price we found 
was $130 in 1994. Consequently, we estimate... 150.00 

270 State of Alaska Medal Set, 1989. A complete set of the silver P/L medals including the 1/10, l A, Vz and 1 ounce. This is 

the first year for the program and the fractionals are hard to find. 4 pieces. 90.00 

271 State of Alaska Medal Set, 1990. This was only the second year for the state medal series with a stylized walrus design 

selected. This lot consists of the Va , Vz and 1 oz. proof-like. Three medals. 55.00 

272 Error State of Alaska Medal, 1990. A single one ounce proof-like silver medal, but this one is struck off-center (about 

5%) and was not seated in the collar properly so that the reeding on the edge is mostly absent. A rather bizarre. 30.00+ 

273 State of Alaska Medal, 1993 one oz. silver Proof-like. This is one of the most popular designs because of the Wolf 


obverse and the continuing saga of wolf control. We could not remember selling one to our good friend Priscilla Feral.30.00 

274 Error State of Alaska Medal, 1994 Bear. Some time ago, we discovered that the Alaska Mint used the wrong die 

on a few of the Va oz. silver medals. The correct die stated “.999 Fine,” but on a few medals the die used was for 

Vz oz. gold medals stating “One Half Troy Oz. .999+ Fine Gold”! This lot consists of one correct medal and 

one error piece. How many were minted incorrectly is a mystery, but only 1,550 total were minted. 2 pieces. 50.00+ 

275 State of Alaska Medals, 1996 Caribou. When the Alaska Mint took over this program in 1992, there was little visual 

difference between the Proof and Proof-like medals. One had to look at the edge to make sure (the Proofs were num¬ 
bered with a plain edge, the P/L had a reeded edge). In 1996, the Mint clashed the Proof-like dies. To remove the 
clashing, the dies were sand-blasted. They then continued using the sand-blasted dies for the remainder of the year. 

Because the labor required was less, and the medals were easier to make, they continue to make these “matte” finish 
medals, still calling them Proof-like. This lot has one of each the 1 ounce medals: Proof-like and Matte. Two pieces. 60.00 

276 Iron Dog Commemorative Silver Medal, 1999. This was the first and only year commemoratives were struck 

for this long distance snow machine race. Also included is a 2001 State of Alaska 1 oz. matte finish medal 

with a mountain goat. Both are in their original packaging. Two pieces. 60.00 

277 Alaska Token Book. Rubles to Statehood , by Kay Fernald and Kay McDowell, 1965. This book is rather scarce 

and a must for a complete Alaska numismatic library. This copy is unbound, with its wrap-around cover 

showing some wear. These were usually bound by stapling, or punching three holes and binding with screw 

posts. The copy we offer hear is signed by Kay McDowell. I paid $100 for my copy over 30 years ago. 100.00+ 

278 Congressional Report: The Disastrous Fairbanks, Alaska Flood of August 1967. This is a 72 page, paper- 

bound report by Senator Ernest Gruening on a special on-site investigation. It includes three maps and there 

are many photos of the flood and damage.
